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INTRODUCTION 



The first meeting at which the organization of 
an academy of sciences in California was cc«i- 
sidered was held in San Francisco on April 4, 
1853, at the office of Lewis W. Sloat, at what was 
then No. 129 on the west side of Montgomery 
street, between Sacramento and Commercial 
streets. Seven gentlemen interested in science 
were present, viz : Dr. Andrew Randall, Dr. Henry 
Gibbons, Dr. Albert Kellogg, Colonel Thomas J. 
Nevins, Dr. John B. Trask, Dr. Charles Farris, 
and Lewis W. Sloat, Esq. After "a free conver- 
sation and an interchange of views and senti- 
ments", it was decided to organize under the name 
"The California Academy of Natural Sciences". 
On April 11 a draft of a constitution was pre- 
sented, which, after discussion, was recommitted 
for correction and engrossment. On April 18, 
by-laws were presented and recommitted for cor- 
rection and engrossment. On Monday, May 16, 
the proposed constitution and by-laws, and the 
name "The California Academy of Natural 
Sciences" were formally adopted. On May 23 
officers were elected as follows: President, Dr. 
Andrew Randall; first vice-president. Dr. Henry 
Gibbons; second vice-president. Colonel Thomas 
J. Nevins ; treasurer. Dr. Arthur B. Stout ; record- 
ing secretary, Lewis W. Sloat; corresponding 
secretary. Dr. William P. Gibbons; librarian, 
Thomas J. Nevins; curators. Dr. Herbert Kel- 
logg, Edwin R. Campbell, and Dr. Henry Gibbons ; 
chairman of library committee, Leander Ransom ; 
publication, Thomas J. Nevins; finance, Joshua 
P. Havens ; proceedings, Thomas J. Nevins. On 
June 27 the Academy was legally incorporated. 
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At the meeting of January 13, 1868, the consti- 
tution was slightly amended and again adopted as 
a whole. The name was changed to "The Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences". 

The question of the legal status of the Academy 
having arisen, the organization was again incor- 
porate January 16, 1871, and on February 24, 
1871, articles of incorporation were again filed in 
the office of the County Clerk. 

The Constitution adopted January 13, 1868, has 
been variously amended from time to time, par- 
ticularly on May 15, 1871, August 3, 1874, Janu- 
ary 5, 1891, January 6, 1896, January 3, 1899, 
January 4, 1904, January 7, 1907, and January 4, 
1915. 

The original gift of James Lick comprised the 
Market Street property which was deeded to the 
Academy September 29, 1875. The deed was 
absolutely unconditional in its terms. By the 
terms of the will of Mr. Lick the Academy re- 
ceived one-half of the residue of his estate. The 
total value of the Lick endowment is now con- 
servatively estimated at one million dollars. 

Other endowments and bequests of special im- 
portance have since been received as follows : 

In 1881 Mr. Charles Crocker gave to the Acad- 
emy $20,000, the income from which to be used 
"in aid of scientific research under the auspices 
of the Academy". 

In 1899 the Academy received from Mr. John 
W. Hendrie a gift of $10,000, the income, from 
which is, by resolution of the Board of Trustees, 
to be devoted to the publication of papers by the 
Academy. 

Another public spirited citizen who has helped 
the Academy materially is the late William Al- 
vord, who in his will bequeathed to the Academy 
the sum of $5,000 as an endowment, the income 
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from which to be used to further the work of the 
department of botany. 

Although the Academy's endowments total con- 
siderably more than a million dollars the amount 
is far from adequate to meet the Academy's needs. 

The California Academy of Sciences is an edu- 
cational institution in the broadest sense. Speak- 
ing broadly it has two primary functions. In the 
first place, it furnishes materials and facilities for 
original research in the biological and physical 
sciences. While its legitimate field is not limited 
by geographic boundaries or to particular subjects 
in the realm of science, it is particularly appro- 
priate that it should concern itself with the natural 
history and geology of the Pacific Coast of the 
Anericas, of the islands of the Pacific and the 
life in the Pacific. 

The problems within these fields are many and 
tremendously important. Their study will result 
in many valuable contributions to human knowl- 
edge. The collections which would be made in 
connection with these investigations will add 
greatly to the Museum's treasures. Those that 
can be obtained from the islands of the Pacific 
will make it possible to build up in San Francisco 
a great Polynesian museum. San Francisco is the 
logical place for such a museum. It should be the 
ambition of the California Academy of Sciences 
and the people of California to build up such 
a museum. Such an undertaking should receive 
substantial encouragement. 

The second function of the Academy is educa- 
tional. It must maintain exhibits that interest the 
public and that possess real educational value, that 
teach definite lessons. This function of the Acad- 
emy can not be too strongly emphasized. The 
fullest and most intimate cooperation with the 
public and private schools is desired. The Acad- 
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emy proposes to make its Museum of real value 
to the public and especially to school children. 
This will be done in accordance with a carefully 
thought-out system of cooperation. 

To enable the Academy to realize its ambition 
along educational and scientific lines it must have 
additional endowments, as set forth in some de- 
tail in the Director's report for 1914, to which 
those interested are referred. 

The Academy hopes to be in its new Museum 
building early in the fall. It will then be in a 
position to enter actively upon a realization of 
its ambitions and aims.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

CAUFORNIA ACADEMY OF SCIENCES 



As amended and adopted January 4, 1915. 



ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. This Corporation shall be known 
as the California Academy of Sciences. 

Sec. 2. The object of this Corporation is the 
promotion of science. It shall have power to 
acquire and maintain a Museum and a Library ; to 
acquire, hold, and convey real estate and other 
property ; to endow or assist research in any de- 
partment of science; to receive and administer 
donations having for their object the advance- 
ment of science; to hold meetings and conduct 
lectures ; to publish and distribute documents per- 
taining to science; and to transact any business 
pertinent to an Academy of Sciences. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Any person interested in the ad- 
vancement of science is eligible for membership. 
There shall be five classes of members, as follows : 
Members, Life Members, Fellows, Honorary 
Members, and Patrons. The Members, Life 
Members, and Fellows shall constitute the cor- 
porate membership of the Academy. 

Sec. 2. Election of members: Proposals for 
membership shall be made in writing, must be 
signed by at least two corporate members in good 
standing, must give the name, address and occu- 
pation of the candidate, and may be read at any 
meeting of the Academy, after which they shall 
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remain posted on the bulletin board of the Acad- 
emy for a period of at least 30 days. They shall 
then be considered by the Council which will make 
such recommendations as it considers proper. Up- 
on receipt of the favorable report of the Council, 
or at any time thereafter, the proposals may be 
acted upon at any meeting of the Academy, but no 
person shall be elected within thirty days preced- 
ing the Annual Election. Election shall be by 
ballot. At least twenty members must vote upon 
each proposal for membership, and every candi- 
date for membership receiving a favorable vote of 
four-fifths of the ballots cast shall be declared 
elected. If fewer than twenty votes be cast, 
a new ballot shall be taken at the next regular 
meeting. 

If any person proposed for membership shall 
have been rejected by the Academy, the name of 
such person may again be presented after the 
expiration of one year from the date of such 
rejection. 

Sec. 3. Life members: Any Member in good 
standing may become a Life Member by the pay- 
ment to the Academy of one hundred dollars. 

The Council may nominate for life membership 
to be balloted upon at any annual election not 
more than two persons from among those who 
have rendered signal service to the Academy. 

Any Member of the Academy who has been a 
corporate member for twenty-five years shall be- 
come a Life Member. 

Life Members shall be exempt from the pay- 
ment of dues to the Academy and Life Members 
elected upon nomination of the Council shall be 
exempt from the payment of any Life Member- 
ship fee. 

Sec. 4. Fellows: Any person trained in the 
methods of science and engaged in scientific work 
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who has been a Member of the Academy for c«ie 
year or more may, upon recommendation of the 
Council, be eligible for election by letter-ballot as 
a Fellow of the Academy. 

Following favoraWe action by the Academy up- 
on any such recommendation, the Secretary shall 
prepare the letter-ballots and mail the same to all 
members entitled to vote. There shall be printed 
on the ballot the date fixed by the Council on 
which the polls will be closed, which date shall be 
not less than 20 nor more than 30 days subsequent 
to the mailing of the ballots. Within 30 days of 
the date thus named, the Council shall canvass 
the vote and declare the result of the election at 
the next regular meeting. A majority of all the 
votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 

Fellows shall be exempt from the payment of 
dues. 

Sec. S. Honorary members: Honorary Mem- 
bers shall be persons who have attained eminence 
in the world of science. 

Honorary Members may be elected only at the 
annual meeting. Proposals for Honorary Mem- 
bership, after having been favorably recom- 
mended by the Council, must have been posted 
on the bulletin board of the Academy for not less 
than two weeks before being voted on by the 
Academy. 

Sec. 6. Patrons: Any person who has given 
to the Academy one thousand dollars or its equiv- 
alent in property, shall thereby become a Patron. 

Sec. 7. Honorary Members and Patrons shall 
be exempt from the payment of dues and shall 
have all the privileges of the Academy except the 
right to vote and hold office ; provided, however, 
that any corporate member who is made an Hon- 
orary Member or Patron shall retain for life all 
the rights of corporate members; and provided, 
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that Honorary Members and Patrons may, in the 
regular way, become corporate members. 

Sec. 8. Associates: Associates may be ap- 
pointed by the Council, upon the recommendation 
of the Director, for one year, and shall have the 
privilege of attending the meetings of the Acad- 
emy, visiting the library and the museum, and 
communicating papers to the Academy. 

Sec. 9. Suspension and expulsion: The Coun- 
cil may, for cause, suspend any member for a 
period not to exceed six months, and, after due 
hearing, the Council may, by a two-thirds vote, 
recommend that such member be expelled from 
the Academy. The accused member shall have 
the privilege of being present during the hearing 
of the charges and of presenting evidence to re- 
fute the same, but must withdraw when the vote 
for expulsion is ordered. 

Sec. 10. Annual dues: The annual dues of 
Members shall be five dollars payable on the first 
day of January. 

Sec. 11. Arrearages: Any Member who fails 
to pay his dues before the first of July shall be 
notified to that effect by the Treasurer, and if the 
delinquency extend beyond one year such member 
will forfeit the right to participate in the business 
of the Academy and a second notice of delin- 
quency shall then be sent and the Council shall 
be notified of the delinquency. If such delin- 
quency be not removed within six months after 
the mailing of the second notice, the name of the 
delinquent shall be stricken from the membership 
roll of the Academy. 

Sec. 12. Remission of dues: The Council is 
empowered to remit the dues of any Member for 
one year when it deems such action to be for the 
best interest of the Academy. 
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ARTICLE III. 

TRUSTEES. 

Section 1. The business affairs of the Acad- 
emy shall be managed by a Board of Trustees 
consisting of seven members including the Presi- 
dent and Treasurer who shall be ex-oMcio mem- 
bers. The Trustees must be elected from the 
corporate membership of the Academy. One 
trustee shall be elected annually at the Annual 
Election, for a term of five years, in the manner 
set forth in Article IV, Sections 2 to 4. 

Sec. 2. Duties of Board of Trustees: Im- 
mediately after the Annual Election, the Trustees 
shall organize by electing a President and a Vice- 
President of the Board, and by appointing a 
Secretary to keep the record of their proceedings 
and perform such other duties as the Board may 
require. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to adopt by-laws and rules not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Constitution, for the 
management and regulation of the affairs and 
property intrusted to it and under its control; 
the times and manner of conducting its meetings 
and of transacting its business ; and for the gov- 
ernment and conduct of its appointees. The 
Board shall require from the Treasurer, the 
Librarian, and the Director of the Museum, and 
from any person appointed by it to any position 
of trust, such bonds as shall be, in the opinion 
of the Board, adequate security to the Academy 
for the faithful discharge of his duties. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Trustees shall select 
some bank or banks in the City of San Francisco 
as the depository or depositories of the funds of 
the Academy, and shall cause all moneys received 
by the Board or any of its members, to be de- 
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posited therein in the name of the California 
Academy of Sciences. The bank or banks se- 
lected as such depository or depositories may be 
changed whenever the Board shall deem it ex- 
pedient. No moneys shall be withdrawn from 
said bank or banks except on the written order 
and direction of the Board, and no disbursements 
shall be made except on demands that have been 
properly audited by the Board, and for which its 
warrant shall have been drawn, signed by the 
President and Secretary of the Board, and count- 
ersigned by the Treasurer of the Academy. 

The Board shall cause suitable books of ac- 
counts to be kept, which shall at all times clearly 
show all its transactions to date, together with 
vouchers for all payments made by it, and a full 
record of all property, real or personal, held by 
it, and of the condition of the Corporation. 

Sec. 5. Whenever the Board of Trustees shall 
have in its possession funds that in its opinion are 
not needed for immediate use by the Academy, it 
shall have the power to loan the same in the name 
of the Corporation upon such terms as it may 
deem advisable. No loan, however, shall be made 
except the same shall be secured by mortgage of 
unincumbered real estate in the State of Cali- 
fornia; or by a pledge of bonds of the United 
States, of the State of California, of a County or 
City and County of said State, whose value shall, 
in the opinion of the Board, be ample security for 
the amount of the loan and the interest thereon. 

The funds of the Academy shall not be loaned 
to any of its Trustees, nor shall any loan be made 
except upon the vote of not fewer than five of 
the Trustees, entered upon the record of the 
Toard's proceedings, and specifying the amount, 
«crms, security, and the person to whom the loan 
*^ made.

If any loan is made contrary to the provisions 
of this section, the Trustees making the same 
shall be individually and severally liable to the 
Corporation for the amount so loaned. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to invest any of the funds of the Academy 
not needed for immediate use, in bonds of the 
United States, of the State of California, or of 
any County or City and County of California. 
Such investments, however, shall be made only 
by the unanimous vote of all the Trustees, entered 
upon the record of the Board*s proceedings, and 
specifying the amount and character of the in- 
vestment. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Trustees shall have the 
custody of the corporate seal of the Academy, 
and shall affix the same to all contracts entered 
into by it in the name of the Corporation. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to fill for the unexpired term any vacancy 
occurring in the Board. 

Sec. 9. The Board of Trustees shall meet 
regularly at least once each month at such time 
and place as it may determine. Four members of 
the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE IV. 
officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Academy shall 
consist of the following: A President, a First 
Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Re- 
cording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, 
and a Treasurer, elected by the corporate mem- 
bers of the Academy; and a Librarian and a 
Director of the Museum appointed by the 
Council. 
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The President of the Academy and the Treas- 
urer shall be ex-oMcio members of the Board of 
Trustees. 

Sec. 2. Election of Trustees and Officers : On 
or before the third Wednesday in November, 
the Trustees and the Council shall meet in joint 
session and select a Nominating Committee of 
five persons from among the corporate mem- 
bers of the Academy not holding office, and 
the Nominating Committee thus selected shall 
prepare and present to the Academy at the regular 
meeting in December, a ticket nominating one 
candidate for Trustee, to serve five years; and 
one for President, one for First Vice-President, 
one for Second Vice-President, one for Treasurer, 
one for Recording Secretary, and one for Corres- 
ponding Secretary, each to serve one year. 

The ticket thus proposed shall thereupon be 
posted on the bulletin board of the Academy. 
Independent nominations may be made in writing 
by any ten or more corporate members. In order 
to receive consideration, such nominations must 
be forwarded to the Recording Secretary and be 
posted on the bulletin board on or before the third 
Wednesday in January, and remain so posted 
with the regular ticket until the third Wednesday 
in February. 

Sec. 3. Election of Trustees and Officers shall 
be by letter-ballot, and shall be conducted as 
follows : 

Six days before the date of the Annual Meet- 
ing- the Recording Secretary shall mail to each 
member of the Academy who is entitled to vote, 
a ballot that shall contain the names of the per- 
sons nominated for the various offices together 
with designations that shall indicate the manner of 
their nomination. The blank ballot shall be sent to 
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the voter accompanied by two envelopes of un- 
equal size. After preparing his ballot, the voter 
shall enclose it in the smaller envelope which shall 
be sealed, and shall not exhibit any distinguishing 
marks. The smaller envelope shall be enclosed in 
the larger one which shall be sealed and be mailed 
to the Recording Secretary of the Academy, at 
the Hall of the Academy. The outer envelope 
shall exhibit the name and address of the sender. 
The secrecy of the ballot shall be preserved. 

Sec. 4. Judge and Inspectors of Election: On 
or before the day of the Annual Meeting the 
President of the Academy shall appoint one 
judge and two inspectors of election who shall at 
5 o'clock P. M. of that day, meet with the 
Recording Secretary, in the office of the Academy, 
and receive, open, and canvass all the ballots per- 
taining to the annual election that shall have been 
received by the Recording Secretary prior to the 
hour of 5 o'clock P. M. of that day. 

The judge and the inspectors of election, upon 
completion of the canvass, shall report in writ- 
ing to the Academy, and thereupon the presiding 
officer shall, at the Annual Meeting of that day, 
announce the names of the successful candidates. 

In case of a tie vote, the voting members pres- 
ent at the Annual Meeting shall then and there 
determine by ballot which of the persons involved 
in the tie shall be the occupant of the office. 

Sec. 5. The Trustees and Officers so elected 
shall enter upon their duties immediately after the 
announcement by the presiding officer of their 
election, and shall hold office as provided in 
Article IV, Section 2, or until their successors 
shall have been appointed and have qualified. 

Sec. 6. This Constitution shall go into effect 
at the Anntial Meeting of the Academy at which 
its adoption shall be announced; provided, 
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however, that the first annual election hereunder 
shall be held on the third Wednesday of February 
of the year 1916 ; and provided further, that the 
seven Trustees elected under the Constitution 
which shall be superseded by this Constitution, 
shall immediately, by lot, designate two of their 
number who shall at once retire from the Board, 
leaving a Board of five members, who shall there- 
upon, by lot, so arrange their terms of office that 
one shall hold office for one year, another for two 
years, another for three years, another for four 
years, and another for five years, all of which 
specified terms shall run from the third Wednes- 
day of February of the year 1915, and in addition 
thereto they shall hold the intermediate term be- 
between the date of their election and the third 
Wednesday of February, 1915. The successor of 
each of said Trustees shall be elected thereafter, 
at the time and in the manner prescribed by Sec- 
tion 2 of Article IV of this Constitution. 

The President, First Vice-President, Second 
Vice-President, Treasurer, Recording Secretary, 
Corresponding Secretary, Director of the Mu- 
seum, Librarian, and the Trustees elected on the 
day on which this Constitution shall be adopted 
shall hold office under this Constitution and shall 
have all the powers and duties conferred upon the 
corresponding officers under this Constitution in 
like manner and effect as if they had been elected 
or appointed under this Constitution, and they 
shall hold such respective offices until their suc- 
cessors shall be elected or appointed under this 
Constitution. 

Sec 7. President: The President of the Acad- 
emy, or in case of his absence or inability to serve, 
the First Vice-President, or in case of his absence 
or inability to serve, the Second Vice-President, 
shall preside at the meetings of the Academy and 
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of the Council. The President shall have super- 
visory direction of the other officers of the Acad- 
emy. At the Annual Meeting he shall make a 
report upon the progress, condition, and needs of 
the Academy. He shall be ex-oMcio member of 
the Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 8. Director of the Museum: The Director 
of the Museum shall be appointed by the Council, 
and shall hold office until his successor shall have 
been appointed and shall have qualified. He shall, 
under the Council, be the executive officer of the 
Academy, and shall, under the Council, have 
direction and control of all the scientific and edu- 
cational activities of the Academy, including all 
matters pertaining to the Museum, and its exhibi- 
tion and research collections. He shall receive 
and promptly refer to the Council all manuscripts 
offered for publication. He shall supervise the 
work of the curators of the various departments, 
and shall submit to the Council from time to time 
recommendations concerning the work of the 
Museum. He shall receive the annual reports of 
the curators of the respective departments and 
shall submit them to the Academy accompanying 
his annual report which shall cover the activities 
of the Museum during the year then ended. He 
shall be ex-oMcio member of the Council. 

Sec. 9. Curators: Each Curator shall, under 
the supervision of the Director, have immediate 
charge of all matters pertaining to his department, 
including the collecting, installation, and care of 
the collections. He shall submit an annual report 
to the Director and such other reports as may 
be requested from time to time. 

Sec. 10. The Corresponding Secretary shall 
conduct the formal correspondence of the Acad- 
emy. He shall preserve copies of the correspond- 
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ence which shall at all times be open to the in- 
spection of the members of the Academy. 

Sec. 11. The Recording Secretary shall be the 
Secretary of the Academy, and of the Council. 
He shall make appropriate records of the acts of 
the Academy and of the Council, and shall keep 
the same in the offices of the Academy, where 
they shall be available to members of the Acad- 
emy. He shall give suitable notice of the time 
and place of all meetings of the Academy and of 
the Council. 

As Secretary of the Academy he shall keep a 
classified list of the members of the Academy, 
together with their addresses, and shall at all 
times keep a copy of such list available for inspec- 
tion of members. 

Sec. 12. Librarian: The Librarian shall be 
appointed by the Council and shall hold office until 
his successor shall have been appointed and shall 
have qualified. Hq shall, under the general super- 
vision of the Council, have charge of the Library 
and shall be custodian of the publications of the 
Academy. He shall be ex-oMcio member of the 
Council. 

Sec. 13. Treasurer: The Treasurer shall re- 
ceive all the funds of the Academy, and shall 
deposit the same in the name of the California 
Academy of Sciences, in such bank or banks as 
may be designated by the Trustees, and shall not 
disburse any funds except under the direction of 
the Trustees. He shall collect all dues from 
members, and shall furnish the Trustees and the 
Recording Secretary, whenever required, a list 
of members entitled to vote. He shall not enter 
upon the duties of his office until he shall have 
given such bonds as the Trustees may require. 
He shall be ex-oMcio member of the Board of 
Trustees. 
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ARTICLE V. 

THE COUNCIL. 

Section 1. The President of the Academy, the 
First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President, 
the Recording Secretary, the Corresponding Sec- 
retary, the Treasurer, the Librarian, and the 
Director of the Museum, shall constitute the 
Council of the Academy, of which the President 
of the Academy shall be, ex-oMcio, Chairman. 

Sec. 2. The Council shall have control of the 
Academy's scientific collections and library and 
shall have general supervision over all scientific 
and educational activities of the Academy. It shall 
appoint the Director of the Museum, the Librar- 
ian, and such curators, assistant curators, and 
other museum employees as may be deemed neces- 
sary and shall fix their compensation. It shall 
appoint a Committee on Publication, to which all 
papers offered for publication shall be referred, 
and such other committees as it may deem neces- 
sary. 

Sec 3. The Council shall meet at least once 
each month at such time and place as it may des- 
ignate. It shall prepare and submit annually to 
the Board of Trustees in the month of March a 
budget for the expenses of the Academy during 
the next fiscal year, which is to begin April first. 

Sec. 4. The Council may remove for cause 
any of its appointees. 

Sec. 5. The Council shall fill for the unexpired 
term any vacancy, that may occur among the of- 
ficers of the Academy. 

ARTICLE VI. 

RECOGNITION OF MERIT IN SCIENTIFIC WORK. 

Section L The Academy may, upon recom- 
mendation of the Council, award medals or 
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prizes, or otherwise express its recognition and 
commendation of scientific work of high order 
and distinction. 

ARTICLE VII. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Section 1. Each member of the Academy 
shall be entitled to receive one copy of each of 
the publications of the Academy as issued, pro- 
vided, however, that publications shall be with- 
held from members who are in arrears for dues 
for a period of one year or more. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

MEETINGS. 

Section L Annual Meeting: The Annual 
Meeting of the Academy shall be held in the Hall 
of the Academy at 8 o'clock P. M. on the third 
Wednesday in February, at which meeting the 
result of the election of officers for the ensuing 
year shall be announced, and the annual reports 
of the officers of the Academy shall be presented. 

Sec. 2. Regular Meetings: Regular meetings 
of the Academy shall be held at least once each 
month, at such hoifr and place as may be fixed 
by the Council. 

Sec. 3. Special Meetings' Special meetings 
may be called at any time by the President, but 
no business other than that specified in the call 
shall be transacted. 

Sec. 4. Quorum: At all meetings of the Acad- 
emy, whether annual, regular, or special, seven 
members entitled to vote shall constitute a quo- 
rum, and may, subject to the provisions of the 
Constitution, transact any business properly be- 
fore the meeting. 
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Sec. 5. Effect of Legal Holidays: In case the 
date for any meeting shall fall on a legal holiday, 
such meeting shall be held at the hour fixed for 
the meeting on the first business day following. 

Sec. 6. Any annual or other meeting of the 
Academy may be adjourned from time to time for 
unfinished business only, but not beyond the date 
of the next regular meeting. 



ARTICLE IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. This Constitution and By-Laws 
may be amended in the following manner : 

The proposed amendment, signed by at least 
three corporate members in good standing, shall 
be reported in writing at a regular meeting. It 
shall thereupon be referred to the Council and a 
copy posted in the Hall of the Academy. The 
Council shall have power to amend the proposition 
and shall return it to the Academy within one 
month after its receipt by the Council, together 
with such recommendations as it deems proper. 
The report of the Council, or if no report be made 
within that time by that body, then the original 
proposition, shall be considered and may be 
amended by the Academy at a regular meeting. 
By a majority vote at any regular meeting the 
Academy may then order a letter-ballot upon the 
amendment and if, at the letter-ballot, two-thirds 
or more of the votes cast are favorable the amend- 
ment shall be declared carried. 

The letter-ballot shall be conducted as set forth 
in Section 4 of Article II. 
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BY-LAWS. 

Sec. 2. The Academy shall have power to 
adopt By-Laws not inconsistent with this Consti- 
tution, for the government of its officers, the 
management of its affairs, and the conduct of its 
meeting^. 

Sec. 3. Amendments to the Constitution and 
By-Laws shall become effective immediately upon 
their adoption, or at such time as may be specifi- 
cally provided therein. 



BY-.LAWS 



ARTICLE I. 

MEETINGS. 

Section 1. All meetings of the Academy shall 
be held in the Academy building at 8 o'clock in 
the evening, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Council, with due notice to the members of the 
Academy. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the President and 
both Vice-Presidents, a member shall be chosen 
to preside at the meeting, by a plurality of viva 
voce votes, upon nomination. 

ARTICLE II. 

RULES OF ORDER. 

Section 1. The parliamentary rules, as adopt- 
ed and practiced in deliberative bodies of the 
United States, shall be the rules of order in the 
transaction of the business of the Academy, ex- 
cept as modified by the Constitution and By-Laws 
of this Academy. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

Sec. 2. The regular order of business shall be 
as follows : 

1. Reading of minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Election of new members. 

3. Propositions for membership. 

4. Reports of accessions to the Museum. 

5. Reports of accessions to the Library. 

6. Written communications. 

7. Verbal communications. 
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8. Reports of standing committees. 

9. Reports of special committees. 

10. Unfinished business. 

11. Reports of officers. 

12. New business. 

13. Adjournment. 

Sec. 3. These By-Laws may be amended at 
any meeting of the Academy, provided, that notice 
shall have been given at a preceding meeting.
